individual  benevolence  but  the  Committee  place  on  record 
their  sincere  thanks  to  all  who  by  their  encouraging  financial 
assistance  have  made  it  possible  to  achieve  a  record  income 
of  £77,294,  being  an  increase  of  £8,162  over  the  previous  year. 
The  ordinary  expenditure  of  £75,754  is  £14,860  in  advance  of 
the  previous  year.  Receipts  from  entertainments  and  work¬ 
people  contributions  are  the  main  sources  of  an  increased 
income.  The  expected  reduction  in  income  from  the  Ministry 
of  Health  under  the  Emergency  Medical  Services  Scheme  has 
caused  some  disturbance  in  this  account  but  the  Committee 
record  with  very  great  pleasure  that  many  other  items  of 
income  have  been  increased.  The  main  increase  in  Ex¬ 
penditure  is  £9,000  in  salaries  and  wages.

Convalescent  Home  facilities  are  at  present  non-existent  Convalescence, 
and  conferences  have  taken  place  with  the  County  Executive 
of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  on  this  subject  and  it  is  hoped 
accommodation  will  be  available  soon. 

As  indicated  in  the  last  Report,  Salaries  and  Wages  and  General  staffing- 
conditions  of  service  are  considered  nationally  and  regionally 
and  in  conforming  to  these  scales  some  £9,000  added  ex¬ 
penditure  has  been  incurred  during  the  year.

PAY  BEDS.  By  the  conversion  of  a  Sitting  Room  an 
additional  Pay  Ward  of  two  beds  has  been  arranged,  making 
a  total  of  1 1  beds  in  this  Department. 

CARDIAC  DEPARTMENT.  Unfortunately  the 
Ministry  of  Health  refused  a  licence  for  the  erection  of  a 
Cardiac  Department  on  the  west  side  of  the  Hospital. 

BLOOD  DONORS.  A  campaign  to  enrol  blood  donors 
was  inaugurated  and  765  regular  donors  obtained.  So  far 
637  pints  of  blood  have  been  drawn  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health's  Regional  team. 

EDUCATION  ACT,  1944.  This  Act  lays  some  financial 
responsibility  on  Education  Authorities  from  1st  April,  1945, 
but  although  conferences  have  taken  place  no  equitable  scheme 
has  been  completed  and  the  Hospital  still  bears  the  cost  of 
treating  large  numbers  of  school  children. 

PENICILLIN.  From  June  1st  the  Ministry  of  Health  no 
longer  bears  the  cost  of  treating  patients  with  this  drug  and 
the  cost  in  six  months  to  expenditure  account  is  £700. 

ALLOCATION  OF  BEDS.  During  the  year  the 
allocation  of  beds  as  practised  before  the  war  was  arranged 
and  17  beds,  some  of  the  extra  beds,  erected  during  the  war, 
were  taken  down. 

NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE.  It  has  now  been 
established  that  the  Hospital  will  be  included  in  the  East 
Midlands  Region  with  Sheffield  University  becoming 
professorial  centre. 

In  this  abbreviated  report  it  is  not  possible  to  record  the 
kindly  services  received  by  the  Hospital  patients  throughout 
the  year  from  so  many  generous  friends,  some  give  of  their 
time  and  ability,  others  of  their  financial  resources. 

Again,  the  Hospital  receives  considerable  gifts  in  kind 
which  assist  both  the  comfort  and  dietary  of  patients.  To  all 
who  have  rendered  service  in  any  way  during  the  past  year 
the  most  appreciative  and  sincere  thanks  of  the  Committee 
are  accorded  and  an  earnest  hope  is  that  in  the  very  difficult 
period  that  lies  ahead  the  Hospital  Managing  Committee  and 
the  patients  of  the  Hospital  will  continue  to  receive  an  even 
greater  measure  of  support  than  in  the  past.

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HOSPITAL  CONTRIBUTORS’  ASSOCIATION. 


The  Association  record  with  pleasure  that  Contributions 
received  during  1946,  amounted  to  £28,374  12s.  Id.,  repre¬ 
senting  an  increase  of  £4,226  10s.  2d.  over  the  preceding 

vear  ;  since  its  formation  in  May,  1890,  the  Association  has 
collected  the  sum  of  £248,994  13s.  3d. 

Grateful  thanks  are  extended  to  our  2,000  Cashiers,  Hon. 
Secretaries  and  Collectors  for  their  continued  voluntary  work 
on  behalf  of  the  Hospital  Funds. 

The  Ambulance  Service  carried  9,225  Patients  during  the 
year,  and  travelled  55,014  miles  and  the  cost  of  maintenance 
was  £3,000. 

This  Service  has  brought  great  benefit  to  Contributors 
and  Dependants,  and  it  is  hoped  they  will  respond  to  the 
various  appeals  made  by  the  Ambulance  Fund  Committee 
during  the  current  year. 


GRIMSBY  &  DISTRICT  HOSPITAL  LADIES’  GUILD. 


The  Hospital  Ladies’  Guild  has  now  put  in  a  full  year’s 
work  since  the  cessation  of  hostilities  and  the  Committee  feel 
very  satisfied  with  the  Amount  of  work  accomplished  and 
put  into  use  since  the  Annual  Meeting  a  year  ago.  These 
include  Surgeons  Coats,  Operation  Coats,  Dressing  Gowns, 
Bed  Socks,  Masks,  Childrens’  Vests,  Hot  Water  Bottle 
Covers,  Nurses  Aprons,  and  Caps,  etc. 

Meetings  were  held  each  Tuesday  afternoon  until  Septem¬ 
ber  last,  when  as  so  many  members  had  been  unable  to  attend 
on  that  afternoon,  the  day  was  changed  to  Wednesday,  and 
we  are  still  holding  our  meetings  on  the  first  three  Wednesdays 
of  each  month.  We  enrolled  14  new  members  during  the  year 
and  these  ladies  help  us  to  carry  on  our  work  of  keeping  an 
adequate  supply  of  linen  ready  for  use  in  the  Hospital. 
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At  the  last  Annual  Meeting  in  November,  1946,  Lady 
Sleight  presented  Matron  with  a  cheque  for  £250  given  by  the 
members  in  lieu  of  the  gifts  of  linen  previously  donated  each 

year. 


EXdPATIENTS’  LEAGUE  REPORT. 


Sixty-four  new  members  have  been  enrolled  during  the 
year,  comprising  38  Grimsby,  13  Cleethorpes  and  13  Country. 
Unfortunately,  arrangements  have  not  been  made  yet  to 
increase  the  membership  on  a  larger  scale,  but  it  is  hoped  that 
it  may  be  possible  to  do  so  in  the  year  ahead. 

As  in  other  years  the  League  was  asked  to  staff  Riby 
Square  and  the  Dock  Gates  for  Hospital  Flag  Day  in  July, 
and  despite  the  shortage  of  Collectors  the  sum  of  £35  18s.  8d. 

was  collected  on  the  stand.  Again,  in  August,  the  League 
staffed  the  same  stands  for  Ambulance  Flag  Day,  with  the 
same  trouble — lack  of  Collectors,  but  ending  with  a  total  ot 
£25  15s.  6d.  collected. 


A  series  of  Whist  Drives  have  been  held  by  Mrs.  Margarson 
at  her  residence,  resulting  in  some  £20  being  handed  in  to  the 
Hospital  funds. 

The  Potatoe  Scheme  has  not  been  worked  during  the 
year,  but  donations  have  been  made  in  lieu. 

The  Grimsby  Flying  Club  held  their  annual  race  for  the 
Hospital  Cup. 

Diary  Calendars  have  been  sold  by  a  number  of  members 
to  help  swell  the  fund. 

The  sum  of  £156  was  paid  to  the  Hospital  Account  during 
the  year  from  Box  Collections,  Subscriptions,  etc.
